Opinions of the Press. 

It is very satisfactory that, thanks to the Fathers of the Oratory 
and the conductor of their choir, Herr Schulthes, we have to record 
the production of a new Mass, which was performed in the Church 
of the Oratory at Brompton. Signor Roberti is to be congratulated 
on his having had for his models the classical composers of his own 
country, and those of Germany, and we shall accordingly notice his 
Mass, not in the usual superficial style of modern musical criticisms, 
but as the work of a maestro who has aright to be judged by a more 
than common standard. The Kyrie may be fairly considered as a 
chttf d'osuvre in its construction, simplicity, and perfect part-writing. 
The Gloria (allegro) is written with spirit and animation, and has a 
brilliant accompaniment. It is interspersed with phrases of Pastotal 
simplicity, which produce a beautiful effect of calm and repose in 
the midst of the other praise-stirring movements, and they have 
moreover the advantage of giving new force to the passages of 
vigorous enthusiasm when they return, until they reach their final 
climax. We must not omit to make special mention of the " Qui 
tollis," which, accompanied by a beautiful violoncello phrase, con- 
sists of a melody at once novel, pious, and nobly simple, which, by 
skilful treatment, is taken up successively by the four parts in solo, 
while the chorus answers " Miserere nobis." This portion of the 
Gloria is admirably finished off with its different shades and cadences, 
and with its right colouring of crescendos and diminuendos. The 
Credo (presto) begins vigorously and nobly. The treatment of the 
basses in supporting the introductory phrase shows the skilful hand 
of a master in four-part writing. This part of the movement is large 
in conception, and at the same time of a dignified flow ; the harmonic 
structure is large and full in perfect chords without being 
commonplace. The Sanctus and Benedictus we 'must rank in 
merit next to the Kyrie, and this is saying much in their favour. 
The Agnus is a gem in its own way, and will, like the whole of the 
Mass, be more appreciated and liked the oftener it is heard. We 
congratulate Signor Roberti on this remarkable work, and we feel 
glad that our Catholic churches in England can rival Germany in 
giving a home to works of meritorious composers of whatever 
nation they may he. — Tablet. 

The Mass by Signor Roberti, mentioned in the Alhentsum a fort- 
night ago, and since performed at the Oratory, Brompton, is fairly 
satisfactory — written, at all events, in a sober, if not severe, style ; 
and without a touch of the new Italian Opera effects which, during 
late years, have made such woful havoc of Roman Church music.
